Their headquarters were 
the center of attractien dunug the whole 
week. 
They were thronged all the time, anil 
entertainment was dispensed with a lavish 
hand. That their guests did not hesitate to 
sip the nectar of the California vineyards is 
evidenced hy the fact that over 250 bottles of 
champagne were opened in honor of and 
drank by the party and their guests during 
the days of the Conclave. Among the ladies 
of the party who have received almost con­ 
tinuously during the week are Mrs. O. C.

Many of the Knights, like Jason of old, in 
their argosy of sail, sought the golden Use :e 
decades ago. 
Several have not been beyond 
the sound of the lashings of the Pacific 
Ocean fur thirty years, some for twenty years 
and others for a lesser time. 
Every train 
sees them depart, aud hy Monday morning 
the last of the argonauts will have left Chi­ 
cago in the distance, and the warm friend­ 
ship which in their brief sojourn here the 
Knights and citizens of Chicago have formed 
for them.

-Mr. Lee—There was a good deal of fiction 
about that. We never made such a promise. 
We simply guaranteed that the officers and 
members of the Grand Encampment—200 or 
300 of them—should go from Omaha to San 
Francisco and return for $50 ; aud that if the 
railroads wouldn’t do it we would—hut the 
railroads will. Details, of course, w ill not be 
perfected for some time, hut our visitors will 
have plenty to do while they are with us, and 
will not suffer for want of accommodation and 
entertainment.

The Ig lln tio u In Irela n d . 
N ew \ o r k , August 21st.—A Loml in special 
says : The chief suhjeets of public interest 
for the week have been provided hy Ireland. 
Religious riots, agrarian outrages, collisions 
between Catholics aud Protestant*, and the 
Fenian movement, constitute the chief items. 
Fenianiem and agrarianism, these twosources 
of mischief “ hich were steadily disappearing, 
are now no longer in conflict. 
At one time 
the land agitators and the Fenians were at 
variance ; but it is now tacitly admitted that 
there is room for both. 
Irishmen continue to 
drill in the early morning. 
The seizure of 
arni8on the ship Juno, and the recent discov­ 
ery of gunpowder in a railway tunnel in 
Cork, disturbed the public mind. Touching 
the last incident, I may mention what is not 
published elsewhere, that mere than two bar­ 
rels of gunpowder were found. 
The exact 
number is not stated, but I hear from a rail­ 
way official that there were eight or ten. The 
laud agitation has assumed a more demon­ 
strative character. The rejection of the com­ 
pensation bill seemed to produce little effe •*, 
but the Land league stirred the country by 
ordering great meetings, the last of which 
will be held to-norrow. 
Mr. Forster added 
fuel to the tire by the foolish use of the word 
“ cowardice. ” applied to Mr. Dillon, M. P„ 
which already recoils upon himself. Mr. Dil­ 
lon is taking a leading part in the land agita­ 
tion. Singularly enough, Mr. Parnell is in 
Ireland marvelously quiet, and only engaged 
in recruiting his health, in order to partici 
pate in the debates on the Irish estimates. 
The most interesting circumstance con­ 
nected with Irish matters was the departure 
of Mr. Forster for Dublin. The Govern­ 
ment attempted to minimize the importance 
of the visit, but Mr. Forster left here sud­ 
denly, as soon as 
Dublin telegrams an­ 
nounced the discovery of the gunpowder at 
Cork. The chief subject upon which he will 
inform his colleagues is the expediency of 
reimposmg the Coercion Acts. The Govern­ 
ment is averse to such a proposal. Mr. Forster 
is not the man to recommend such measures 
for slight cause. 
There is undoubtedly a 
strong impression that after Parliament rises, 
and when the rich harvest in Ireland has 
been gathered, the landlords will press for 
back rent. 
This may lead 
to violence 
throughout the country. 
Some Irish officials 
anticipate that it will be impossible to pass 
the winter without reimposing the Coeicion 
Acts. The general feeling among members of 
Parliament is that there may be a winter 
session of Parliament to consider the state of 
Ireland and to pass coercion bills. The re­ 
fusal of the Land League to give evidence 
before the new Irish Laud Commission had 
dampened that body in the eyes of its E ig- 
lish friends. 
It is generally felt that a val­ 
uable opportunity will be lost if the Irish 
tenants refuse to submit tbeir case to the 
Commission.

THE 
QUESTTON OF SPRAGUE’S GUILT OR 
INNOCENCE. 


THE BITER BIT. 


It is the impression of detectives that 
the stories of the victims of many swindles 
require to bs taken w ith allowance, for 
th at the real incentive to a great many 
foolish acts which result in the lleecing of 
the operators, is really the desire 
of 
swindling somebody else. 
That such a 
disposition is not uncommon is shown in 
the fact that the most successful swindles 
in the shape of advertising dodges have 
always been those the projectors of which 
promise to furnish counterfeit money or 
notes or other machinery for cheating to 
correspondents. 
Smart rogues know that 
when a man is caught out in a game of 
this kind he is generally ashamed and 
afraid to make any fuss over his loss. 
It 
would seem that M. Donadieu of San 
Francisco, who was recently robbed of 
§3,000 by two Italians or Anstrians, had 
himself been in this category. 
His story 
as told by himself demands an amount of 
greenness and stupidity on his part almost 
superhuman. 
It makes him out to be 
altogether too gullible, in fact. 
But the 
story 
as 
told 
by 
the 
thieves 
is 
really far more consistent with the the­ 
ory referred to above as being held by 
many 
experienced 
detectives. 
The 
swindlers themselves allege 
that they 
ciuglit M. Donadieu by proposing to him 
a smart trick to be played upon one of 
themselves, who for that purpose took the 
role of a stranger of wealth and simplicity. 
They say that M. Donadieu bit greedily 
at the bait, and thought it would be an 
excellent job to relieve the rich greenhorn 
of some ot his money. 
They say that it 
was this idea of robbing somebody else 
which lured M. Donadieu into the trap, 
aud in fine they put a very different color 
upon the story. 
Of course, even if this 
account were true, it would not make their 
own actual crime any the less, and it may 
be a fabrication of theirs, brought forward 
to blacken the character of M. Donadieu 
because their attem pt upon his pocket has 
proved disastrous. 
If so, it is a verv 
malicious invention, for it puts the un­ 
fortunate victim in the light of a fool who ' 
had all the disposition to be a rogue too. 
This may be a libel upon M. Donadieu, ! 
but it ia certain that the detectives aflirm | 
the existence of just such cases to be very : 
much more common than the world sus- ! 
pects, and that many a plausible story of ! 
robbery which gets into the papers is but 
a disguise to conceal the fact that some in­ 
tending biter got bitten. 


The Sprague case is iu all respects so 
remarkable th at its determination must 
exercise no little influence upon the stand­ 
ing of California in regard to the sover­ 
eignty of law. 
The crime for which the 
defendant has been senteuced to die was a 
singularly atrocious one. 
I t was marked 
by whatever of treachery and ferocity the 
most malignant murder has ever been ac­ 
companied. 
I t was alike cowardly, cruel 
and deliberate. 
The deed was not com­ 
mitted in any sudden access of passion, but 
it was the consummation of a conspiracy. 
The property of the victim was set on lire 
at midnight to lure him out of his house, 
and when he appeared he was shot down 
and riddled w ith bullets. 
The history of 
the attem pts to secure the conviction and 
punishment of the assassins is stranger 
than fiction. 
The evidence which came to 
light inculpating the defendant was of the 
most convincing 
character. 
Indeed it 
would be scarcely possible to cite a case 
in which the chain of testimony for the 
prosecution was stronger or more com­ 
pletely connected. 
Three witnesses were 
brought forward who testified to three differ­ 
ent stages of the crime. 
Austin Brown 
related how Sprague had, some two weeks 
before the murder, told him of the con­ 
spiracy to murder More, aud described the 
plau of operations decided upon. 
Jesse 
Jones, one of tdie defendants, turned State’s 
evidence, aud gave a full and minute ac­ 
count of the actual commission of the 
crime. A ndX . H. Hickerson, finding 1 i-n- 
self on his death-bed, made a deposition 
giving the substauce of a statem ent made 
to him by Sprague some days after the 
murder, iu which the whole story was 
told. 
Thus the prosecution rested upon a 
triple chain of evidence, each link of which 
was self-supporting. 
The cogency of these 
connected statem ents is so overwhelming, 
when viewed by the light of the facts in­ 
dependently ascertained, that we are con­ 
vinced no sane and unbiased man could 
fail to be satisfied by them of the guilt of 
Sprague. 
The defense must therefore impeach this 
testimony in order to create the foundation 
for any plausible theory on the side of 
their client. 
They claim to have done 
this w’ith respect to Jesse Jones, who on a 
subsequent trial to Sprague’s recanted his 
former statem ents, and declared th at he 
had sworn falsely in the first instance. As 
this young man had been left in the hands 
of the friends of the defendant it is not 
difficult to perceive th at pressure may have 
been brought to bear upon him. 
But the 
real point to be determined is, whether 
his recantation is compatible with any ra­ 
tional view of the circumstances. 
In the 
first place he had been himself indicted for 
complicity in the murder. 
If he was not 
guilty it is perfectly clear th at he could 
have had no motive for turning State’s evi­ 
dence. 
It is not pretended th at he had 
any revenges to gratify against his co­ 
defendants. 
On the contrary, they were 
all his friends and associates. 
W hat is it 
that makes men turn State’s evidence ? 
The obvious answer must be, the con­ 
sciousness of guilt, and the fear of convic­ 
tion. 
The idea th at Jones would have 
concocted the tale he told, had he been in­ 
nocent, we m ust dismiss as preposterous. 
B rt the impossibility of his having con­ 
cocted it ia demonstrated by the fact that 
he introduced to it details, the accuracy of 
which has been proved, and which could 
not have keen known to a person who was 
not present when the crime was committed. 
We refer here to the circumstances of the 
mare being tied to the tail of the hay-wagon, 
and to the tying of the murderers’ horses 
to the alder tree in the plain, near the 
patch of cactus 
The defense have never 
showed how Jones could have known these 
facts without having been on the ground 
It is beyond their power to do so. 
That Jones told the truth in the first in­ 
stance, and lied when he recanted, is the 
only conclusion to which it is possible to 
come. 
But putting his testimony aside 
altogether, the evidence of Brown and 
Hickerson is quite sufficient to convict 


victed of mnrder in the first degree ; aud 
has been sentenced to die. ^No showings 
th at can now be made will justify the 
Governor in interfering w ith-the process of 
the Courts, unless they are of a nature to. 
require from him the pardon of the defend­ 
ant. 
All arguments derived from the 
escape of 
Sprague’s co-defendants . are 
necessarily irrelevant. The failure of justice 
in one or in two cases cannot be urged as a 
reason for perm itting a third failure. 
If 
Sprague is guilty it follows that he ought 
to suffer the penalty of his guilt, aud this 
w ithout regard to the fate of others. That 
equally guilty men should have escaped is 
certainly cause for regret, but it cannot be 
a justification for allowing him to bailie 
justice in like manner. 
Ii any reasonable doubt existed as to the 
guilt of Sprague we should be very’ re­ 
luctant to risk an opinion which might do 
him injustice. 
But we regard this case as 
singularly clear, and we are compelled, af­ 
ter a perfectly dispassionate and unpreju­ 
diced examination of it, to declare th at we 
can perceive no ground whatever for doubt­ 
ing the entire justice of the verdict which 
condemned him, or of the sentence passed 
upon him. In fact so cumulative and crush­ 
ing is the evidence which fastens upon him 
the inspiration and execution of the crime, 
th at to deny his guilt under the circum­ 
stances is almost equivalent to denying 
that More wa3 murdered at all. 
W e can recall no case iu which there ap­ 
peared a more entire w ant of justifica­ 
tion for the invocation of Executive clem­ 
ency. 
To interfere w ith the Courts in 
such a case must threaten the adm inistra­ 
tion of the laws with paralysis. 
For if 
in so clear aud patent a case it is not possible 
to get the law executed, w hat hope can 
there be in cases where the grounds of 
clemency may appear very much stronger ? 
The position of Governor Perkins in the 
matter is extremely painful and irksome, 
but despite the recklessness of assertion 
and accusation which has marked the de­ 
fense, and which has caused some weak- 
minded people to imagine th at there must 
be some lire where there is so much smoke, 
it appears to us that the course of the Ex­ 
ecutive should be perfectly plain, and that 
a eareful examination of the facts and the 
evidence must have upoa his mind the 
effect which we believe uuavoidable when­ 
ever the m atter is candidly inquired into 
w ith a single eye to the ascertainment of 
the truth.

P o r t l a n d . August 21st.—Nate Griswold 
committed suicide at Junction City on Thurs­ 
day last under peculiar circumstances. 
He 
and a man named WilliauiB owned a saloon, 
and Griswold had imagined for some time that 
his partner was trying to get him out of the 
place and had been drinking heavily. 
T he 
night before the suicide Griswold went home 
and retired to lied about 10 o'clock. During 
the night his v/ife heard some one walking on 
the sidewalk in front of the house, aud getting 
up ascertained it to be the barkeeper named 
Casteel. She awoke h er. husband and told 
him that Casteel was outside. The announce­ 
ment had a wonderful tffectou Griswold, who 
jumped out of bed and attempted to hide, 
telling his wife that Casteel was going to arrest 
him for setting fire to a warehouse which was 
destroyed a few nights previous. Mrs. Gris 
wold, alarmed at the statement and the 
actions of her husband, lit a light; but as soon 
as she succeeded in lighting the lamp he hastily 
extinguished the flame by blowing it out, and 
charged his wife with acting in complicity 
with Casteel to secure his arrest. 
He said 
that the lighting of the lamp was a precon­ 
certed sigual arranged by them to accomplish 
such a purpose, and then drove his wife out 
of the house, lie then sent word to a man 
named Craw that he did not want him to 
come about him any inore, and swore that he 
would kill the first man that ventured to 
come into the house. 
Early iu the morning 
Craw, who is a brother in-law of Griswold, 
went to the house with a neighbor named 
Kaiser, when, to their horror, Griswold was 
found upstairs lying on the floor, his throat 
cut from ear to ear. 
It is not generally sup­ 
posed that he fired the warehouse, but that 
he imagined so, and that he was to be arrest­ 
ed, while delirious with liquor. 
Yesterday morning a man named Failtr.an, 
driving a reaper in a harvest field near Ore 
gon City, met with a fearful fate. 
The team 
he was driving became frightened and run 
away, aud making a sudden lunge, threw him 
directly in front of the fast-moving sickles, 
cutting off both legs as cleanly as if amputa 
ted by a surgeon. 
Assistance was promptly 
rendered, but the man died iu a short time 
after the accident.

from 35 to 33. 
Pennsylvania would drop 
from 29 to 27. 
Ohio

making her representation 19. Maine, New 
Hampshire and Vermont would each lose 1. 
Indiana, Alabama aud Tennessee would lose 
1 each—a total loss of 10, 
Minnesota and 
Nebraska each gain 2, Kansas 3, Texas 4, 
anil Michigan, Missouri, Kentucky, Virginia, 
West Virginia and California each 1 — 
a total gain of 17. The other States would 
neither gain 
d o t lose, 
l ’lacing the gaius in 
Minnesota, Nebraska, Kansas, Michigan and 
California—in all 9—against the losses of 
New York, Pennsylvania, Ohio, Maine, New 
Hampshire, Vermont and Indiana—in all 8— 
it would leave for the North aud West a net 
gain of 1. Placing the gains of Texas, Mis­ 
souri, Kentucky, Virginia and West Vir­ 
ginia—in all 8—against the losses of Alabama 
and Tennessee—each

C a s e .— The application of 
the couusel and friends of F. A. Sprague, for 
his pardon, he having been convicted of the 
murder of T. W allace 3Iore, in V entura 
county, in 1877, is to be formally presented to 
Governor Perkins at 1 P. M. to-day, when it is 
understood the Governor will hear counsel on 
either side, and reasons to be advanced for I he 
petition and in resistance of it. 
I t is under­ 
stood also 
th at 
there will be presented 
numerous and voluminous petitlous for the 
pardon from citizens of different sections, 
and th at in V entura county they have 
been signed by a m ajority of the votiDg 
population. 
I t is to be mentioned also in 
this connection th at prote-ts will be pre­ 
sented, praying the Governor not to interfere 
with the course of the law, and one peculiar­ 
ity of this case is that among these is one 
signed by nine of the jurors, who rendered 
the verdict against Sprague, in w hith they 
reaffirm their verdict and ask that sentence of 
the Court be carried out. Three of these jurors 
whose names appear upon one of the petitions 
for the pardon request th at their names be 
withurawn from such application, and join 
in the protest of the other jurors. 
Another 
peculiarity of the ease is that it is understood 
here th at the feeling and sentim ent of the 
people on the Sespe ranch is th at if Sprague 
is not pardoned the Sheriff shall not be al­ 
lowed peaceably to carry into effect the sen­ 
tence of the Court, while the feeling and 
sentim ent of people of Sauta Barbara county 
is that if Sprague is pardoned mob violence 
will be manifest against hi n.

DEMOCRATIC DISTRICT CONVENTION. 


The Democratic Convention of the Second 
Congressional D istrict was held in this city at 
Jacob's H all on Saturday. The time appointed 
for assembling of the Convention was 2 p. m ., 
but at th at hour only a few persons were in 
the hall. 
The Convention was called to order 
at half-past 2 by G. J . C arpenter of Placer, 
as tem porary Chairman, and P. 31. Sullivan 
of Sacramento was made tem p er» ^ Secretary. 
On motion of W . A . Selkirk of E l Dorado, 
the tem porary officers were declared perma­ 
nent officers of the Convention. 
W. 31. Gibson of San Joaquin moved th at 
a committee upon credentials be appointed. 
3Ir. Selkirk moved th at the delegates pres­ 
ent from any county be allowed to cant the 
entire vote for the county. 
3Ir. Gibson withdrew his motion. 
Judge Brown of Am ador moved as an 
amendm ent th at in case no delegates were 
present but their proxies were, such proxies 
be allowed to cast the vote for the delegation. 
A. C. Hinksun of Sacram ento was favora­ 
ble to the amendment, but wanted it under­ 
stood as declaring th at the proxies in such 
cases were to be considered as absolute dele­ 
gates. 
The amendm ent was accepted with 
such understanding, and the motion was 
adopted. 
J. A. Filcher said he thought it advisable 
for the Convention to adopt a distinctive plat­ 
form for the candidate to stand upon, who­ 
ever he might be, and moved a committee be 
appointed to draft one. 
The motion was seconded by W illiam 3Iiuis 
of Sacramento. 
31r. Selkirk suggested as a substitute th at 
if any delegate present had any resolutions 
to preseut, to do so, and let the Convention act 
upon them immediately. 
A t this point John Baker of Alameda arose 
and stated that he appeared before the Con­ 
vention as one of a committee of three ap­ 
pointed by the W oikingmen’s D istrict Con­ 
vention, and irked that a like committee if 
three be appointed by this Convention, for 
the purpose of conference. 
E. J . Woolsey of Alameda asked th at the 
rol; of regular delegates to this Convention be 
called, ?o the Convention m ight know who 
were present. 
The roll-call was commenced, and inter­ 
rupted by a discussion in favor of dispensing 
n ith the call, which was favored by J udge 
Brown, 3Ir. Selkirk and others and opposed 
by Mr. Woolsey. 
A motion to dispense 
with the call was made, but receiving no sec­ 
ond the list was completed. 
A ll the counties 
were found to be represented by delegates or 
proxies except Alpine. 
Mr. Woolsey moved th at a committee of 
five be appointed to confer with the commit­ 
tee from the W urkingmt n’s D istrict Conven­ 
tion. 
The motion was carried, and E. J . Wool- 
sey, W . A. Selkiik, Wm. Minis, J . A. Filcher 
and 31. Byrne, J r .—the latter from Nevada— 
were appointed such committee. 
The Convention then took a recess of three 
quarters of an hour, pending the conference, 
and when again called to order. Mr. Woolsey 
made a verbal report for the joint committee, 
stating th at they were agreed upon a report 
as follow s: First, the nomination of some 
nian who can beat Page. 
[Cheers ] Second, 
the nomination of a man whose record and 
standing is straight upon the labor question ; 
and third, the nominee to be a man known 
to be sound upon the Chinese question. 
3Ir. Woolsey further stated that the com­ 
mittee from the W orkingmen agreed that 
their party would support a man with these 
principles, nominated by the 
Democratic 
Convention. 
The repoit was received with cheers, and 
upon motion accepted, and the committee 
discharged. 
3Ir. Filcher called attention to the fact that 
the Convention had not adopted the Cincin­ 
nati platform, and he thought before any 
noinination was made this m atter should be 
attended to so that candidates might know 
what they were expected to stand upon. 
W . B. C. Brown muved th at " I t is the 
sense of this Convection th at the Cincinnati 
platf irm is in itself good enough and suffi 
cient for our purposes.” T ae motion was 
unanimously adopted. 
The Chair then annourced ¡that the nomi­ 
nation of candidates was in order. 
Judge Baker was called to the chair. 
G. J . Carpenter, taking the flx r, nomi­ 
nated, in quite an exteuded speech, John R, 
Glasscock of Oakland. 
H e eulogized his 
ability and fitness for the position, aud of 
the advisibility of nominatiug a man from 
Alauieda county for this campaign, as it 
would strengthen the party, and with Mr. 
G!a»seock’s popularity in th at county and 
the able canvass he would make of the dis­ 
trict, he wa- satisfied he would be elected. 
W. B. C. Brown nomiuated Thomas J. 
Clunie of Sacramento. 
He epeke of the able 
canvass made by*3Ir. Clun’e during the last 
Congressional campaign, aiid gave figures to 
show his popular run on that occisión, and 
he believed if now nominated again he would 
be successful and win the race. 
31. Byrue, Jr., nomiuated C. W . Cross, of 
Nevada. 
In making the nomioation he said 
he was not seeiional in his choice, but wanted 
to see the man nominated who would poll the 
most votes and take the rule of the district 
out of Republican hands. 
He said bis candi­ 
date was in the ranks if the W orkingmen's 
party i :»t year, but when the names of H an­ 
cock and English came over the wire lie at 
once gave adherence to the Democratic party, 
and was as thorough a Democrat in principle 
as any member of the Convention. 
Mr. Clunie indorsed all th at had been said 
of 3Ir. Cross, and said he could chee:fally 
support him, but if there was any preference 
ot candidates by reason of locality or strength 
of following, all personal 
considerations 
should at this time be laid a»ide to make sure 
of tho success of the ticket. 
He believed 
this success would be best eecured at this 
time by the nomination of a man who could 
poll the most votes in Alameda county, and 
he therefore withdrew his name in favor of 
Mr. Glasscock, and spoke at length in his 
support.

Nominations were then declared closed, 
ami upon motion, candidates present were 
required to come forward and pay an assess­ 
m ent of $5 each, and state their position 
upon the Democratic platform, and members 
of the Convention to pay an assessment of 
$1 each. 
3Ir. Glasscock came forward and made 
a brief B|>eeeli, eulogizing the Democratic 
party, and raid he most heartily indorsed 
every plank and shred of the Cincinnati plat­ 
form. 
He said he had always been a Demo 
cr&t—th at he inherited Democracy from his 
mother’s milk, and received it from Ilia 
father’s instructions, and was a Dem ocrat 
always aud under all circumstances. 
I i nom­ 
inated, lie would make an active canvass of 
the district, and do all in his power for the 
success of the ticket. 
M r. Byrne, in the absence of 3fr. Cross, 
again indorsed him as sonnd upon the plat­ 
form, and th at he, if 
nominated, would 
thoroughly canvass the district. 
The vote for candidates was then taken, 
and Mr. Glassc >ek received the entire vote 
; except th at of Nevada c unty, which was for 
Mr. CrOoS, 
Upon motion of Mr. Byrne, the nomina­ 
tion of Mr. Glasscock was made unanimous. 
The Chair then said th at it gave him pleas­ 
ure to announce th at John II. Glasscock was 
the nominee of ths Convention, and the next 
Congressman from the Second D istrict of 
California. 
[Cheers.] 
Mr. Glasscock was then called for. 
lie 
came forward and made a short speech, ac­ 
cepting the nomination, and promising active 
work and his utm ost efforts for success. 
Ex-Governor Irw in was also called for, ar.d 
made an extended and enthusiastic speech, 
recounting the work of the Cincinnati Con­ 
vention, and predicting the success of the 
national Democratic ticket this fall. 
Upon motion, it was ordered th at a Dis­ 
trict Central Committee, consisting of one 
from each county and three a t large, be ap­ 
pointed by the Chair.

FRENCH RESORTS. 


T£E COAST 07 NORMAHDT AND WHERE 1 
PARISIANS GO FOR FRESH AIR. 


Ec&thore, Drives, Bathe, Scenery, Nor­ 
mandy Towns, Beaches, Houses, 
Fish and Food. 


A s s e l l e l a b e l l e P l a c e , ) 
August 2, 1S80. 
\ 
Whereas Paris sends during the hot 
months its tired, fashionable and rich pop­ 
ulation to Tourville, Dieppe, Cabourg, 
the smaller cities of northern France peo­ 
ple the more insignificant bains dt m tr 
along the coast of Normandy. 
In these 
little towns, devoid of casinos and exciting 
amusements, may be found Parisians of 
lighter purses as well as those who seek 
repose from the bustle and noise of the 
great metropolis. 
The fashionable people 
of Caen find their way to Cabourg, where 
they meet with an equal number of Paris­ 
ians, and which they must totally abandon 
to the latter since the railroad which 
stopped at Caen has found a direct road 
from Paris to Cabourg. 
Cabourg was first 
settled by a troujie of actors and actresses, 
who had some huts built along the beach 
and planted trees from there to Dives— 
over half a mile. 
Owiug to the beauty of 
the beach there soon sprang up a hotel, 
followed by others, after which was built 
cue of the finest casinos of France. 
The 
rapid growth of Cabourg is remarkable, 
but it is no longer frequented by the 
actors and actresses, except those who are 
very rich, and the young trees, which have 
become giants, making a most charming 
walk and drive, are now enjoyed by the 
rich liuanciers of Paris. 
Not very far 
from Cabourg, along the coast, is Beuzeval, 
occupied only by very rich persons, among 
whom are Lords of Logland. 
It is situa­ 
ted at the f.rot of the most fertile and 
picturesque 


HILLS OF NORMANDY, 
But the beach for bathing purposes is less 
attractive than that of Cabourg, owing to 
a strong undercurrent which renders it dan­ 
gerous to enter the surf without a guide, 
generally an 
experienced sailor. 
The 
country around is magnificent, composed 
of rolling hills covered with a deep green 
velvet carpet, over which roam great fat 
cows, as noted for the richness of their 
milk as the great Norman horses for their 
strength. 
One of the principal industries 
of Beuzeval is the routing of asses at­ 
tached to little two-wheel wagons, or 
saddles for little men and women, who, 
armed with clubs, lush along the roads 
pounding their beasts and screaming after 
them so vociferously as to make the hills 
resound. 
The pleasures of Beuzeval are 
more cliampetre than maritime, and al­ 
though inore stately chateaux and domains 
m aybe found throughout France, nowhere 
che are there tobe seen such a number of 
tastefully decorated dwellings owned by 
the rich and aristocratic as at Beuzeval. 
A t tliia point the coast is covered with 
millions of very pretty shells, some of 
them quite large, which arrive in such 
profusion as to completely cover the beach. 
me of the peculiarities of this place, which 
does not boast of a casino, is a large hall 
situated far out in the beach, entirely cnm- 
oosed of glass, where, during rough windy 
weather, the inhabitants play cards, chess 
or read their books and newspapers, which 
are, for the most part, in the English lan­ 
guage. 
_ 
_ 
• 
.,ion-sur-mer is situated but a short dis­ 
tance from Caen, whither come the boar- 
geois of that city whose principles may not 
permit them to enjoy the society of the 
theatrical people. 
The beach is probably 


THE LOVELIEST TO BE FOUND 
Or. the coast of Normandy, fcr it is but a 
smooth bed of sar.d as far as the eye can 
reach. 
The falaites have Veen so washed 
by the waves that the rocks have taken 
most fantastic form*, and present rustic 
chairs, footstools, pulpits and tables, which 
serve as a delightful retreat to the student 
and misanthrope—that is at low tide, and 
high tide at certain moments when the 
water does net mount too high. 
\Y oe to 
the dreamer who - is iu the foaming waves 
only the voice of restless spirits, without 
reflecting on the daumr of their embrace ! 
; : ctsionally some pensive youth may be 
seen hurrying to ti e hotel with garments 
wet to the waist, who had made a narrow 
escape from some secluded spot iu the 
rocks. 
However, 
Lion-sur-mer presents 
no other attraction aside from its beach, 
•or the country around is trist, arid and 
extremely ugly ; there is not a single walk 
or drive in the neighborhood with the ex- 
i ption of a short distance along thefalaites 
to an old Norman chateau, curious in 
architecture and surroundings, but inhab- 
itcd by one of the long line of nob’e 
Normans and therefore not opened to 
curious strangers. 
Continuing in Nor­ 
mandy farther to the north is Baycux, 
situated about the same distance from the 
sea as Caen. 
Whereas, Caen is one of the 
moat elegant and lettre as well as large and 
important cities of France, 1! ij eux, equally 
as ancient, is a dull little city without life 
or animation, and possesses no monument 
of interest aside from its cathedral, whose 
entire interest and beauty is in its ex­ 
terior walls. 
Bayeux sends its popula- 
ti m during the summer months to 


ASNF.LI.ES LA BELLF. 1M.AI.E 
Ard to Aranianohts. 
Both places are little 
known to Parisians, for the distance is con­ 
siderable, and the attractions arc inferior 
1 1 those baim </« mer situate in closer 
proximity. The plage of Asnclles is almost 
as beautiful as that of Lion-sur-mer, but 
a ide from its delightful beach it presents 
the attraction of a most charming and fer­ 
tile country, less beautiful, less imposing, 
-uni Las majestic than the neighborhood of 
Dives aud Beuzeval, but having a charac­ 
teristic of its own which does not fail to 
attract all lovers of nature. 
The trees are 
not only large and tall, hut extend their 
thick branches near the proun 1, and form 
inviting retreats from the heat of the sun ; 
their trunks arc completely covered with 
running vines, which twist and twine in 
loving embraces, and curl themselves at 
the vtry top. 
There is such wealth and 
gorgeousness in the color and quantity 
of the verdure that the eye never tires to 
rest on the tall, thick, green grass be­ 
neath the apple trees. 
Normandy is the 
country of cider, and as may be supposed, 
the apple tree predominates. 
It never 
reaches the proportion of our apple tree of 
the Eastern States, but produces apparently 
a greater number of apples. 
The orchards 
are very pretty, particularly on account of 
the tall green grass around them, on which 
recline great fat cows in the laziest of atti­ 
tudes. 
You cannot help constantly pick­ 
ing out places which would Ve delightful 
for picnics. 
There is a great difference in 
the quality of the cider which is furnished 
at hotel taldes ad libitum even as the wine 
is furnished at the table d’hote in the 
southern (art of France. 
The cider is in­ 
toxicating, particularly they say when it 
is of a poor quality, and many a brawl 
occurs Sunday nights among the peasants, 
for which the cider is responsible. 
The 
conversation is generally on the crop of 
apples ot the year, aud the peasants all 
sich as they remark the scarcity of fruit 
and the consequent dearness of cider the 
year to follow. 
They are somewhat like 
our farmer*, and are never satisfied, de­ 
nouncing each year as a bail one, although 
more prosperous than they have a right to 
expict. 
The Norman peasant is the most 
avaricious of all the population of France, 
and the poor Paris'an has a hard time 
battling for the food he pays for. 
They 
themselves eat s > little that thry have be­ 
come a stunted, homely race, and it is im­ 
ponible to tin 1 a pretty or interesting 
child throughout the country. 
They are, 
however, very cleanly, and the fisheimen’s 
houses, completely 
COVERED WISH SHELLS, 
Are pretty and attractive ; before each 
may be seen half a dozen cats, which feed 
on the refuse \ arts of fish and are always 
found in great numbers throughout th? 
coast. 
They are not as large or attractive 
, •» . - 
1 
" h o t b s c d 


possess the prettiest faces it is permitted a 
cat to have, A marked contrast to the 
homely and monotonous faces of their 
masters. 
There are a number of fishermen 
at Asnelles, which Little town is some dis­ 
tance from the beach, and they fish during 
the summer months along the coast for in­ 
ferior fish and lobsters, hut during the 
winter they repair to the northern seas 
a I harbor at Treport. 
THE SMALL BARKS 
Used here are generally owned by one fish­ 
erman, who unites with two others, and 
the profits of the excursion are divided 
into four parts—one for the boat—making 
two parts for the owner. 
They are alway s 
seen by threes, never separately, and form 
an undivided trinity. 
They all earn a good 
deal of money, for they immediately dis­ 
pose of their fish to the two hotels of 
Asnelles. The fish is of an inferior quality, 
with the exception of a ljsli resembling 
the sole, 
and 
called 
Normand 
sole, 
but the lobsters 
are very 
fine. 
A 
few shrimps only, and those very small, 
are to be found in the neighborhood. 
A 
little, 
old, lame 
man 
for 
years has 
monopolized this branch of the fishing 
trade at Asnelles, and no one has ever 
d< emed it sufficiently lucrative to dispute 
bis ground. 
At each low tide his form 
may be discerned against the sky, his 
great basket on his back as he pushes his 
net before him aud limps at each step. 
He is very old. haring reached the age of 
S4 ; in fact, they all live to a good old age 
in this country. 
A number of men and 
women are to he seen of 90 years old as 
brisk and strong as those of half the age in 
another 
country. 
They do not seem to 
grow old, but are born old, for the children 
even possess 
nothing that is fresh or 
young, and seem to have photographed on 
their faces the years of the future. 
The 
little town is principally inhabited by the 
fishermen, with no other industry aside 
from the bakery and the cultivation of a 
few fields. 
The baker even seems a 


MYSTERIOUS CREATURE, 
Out of his element ; he has nothing iu his 
appearance which suggests the least affin­ 
ity or relation to the people around him ; 
his face, unlnirnt by the wind and sun as 
the others, ¡3 very pale and exceedingly in­ 
tellectual ; a heavy mass of hair crowns his 
high forehead, and his long dark beard 
failing upon his breast givts him the air of 
a prophet. 
It is impossible to imagine him 
alwajs baking bread and cakes, and it 
seems natural tliat he should be some sa­ 
vant—a chemist who passes his nights in 
perfecting some invention which is to make 
him famous and rich, or condemn him to 
committing suicide by baking himself alive 
in his oven. 
Unmindful of the situation 
of the little town, the rich have built along 
the beach numerous houses, large, spacious 
anil elegant. 
They all have their gardens, 
where 
beautiful and 
delicate 
flowers 
spring up in 
defiance 
of 
the 
cold 
sea breeze; 
in 
fact 
flowers are 
to 
be eeen tverywhere, as though having 
received a dispensation from the element-, 
and the flowers and vines which border the 
fishermen’s houses give an air of gayety ai d 
comfort to them. 
There is no buccher- 
shop in Asnelles, for the inhabitants do not 
eat meat ; but nearer the beach, in the 
neighborhood of the hotels and rich houses, 
are to be found a butcher with his butcher- 
boy and the vegetable merchant, whose 
pretty, regular garden is pleasing to see ; 
he carries his vegetables each day to the 
different houses where he readily disposes 
of them, and in spite of his SO or 90 years 
(they all seem to be stationary at that age) 
he does a thriving business. 
Very little 
grain is to be seen ;u the neighboring fields, 
which has given way to the colza, not an 
unimportant production of the country. 
The colza is a dry-looking stalk as tall as a

The colza, when pre­ 
pared, forms a delightful table oil, superior 
to all others, except the olive, aud pre­ 
ferred even to that by a great number of 
people. 
The harvest of the colza is as im­ 
p irtant as that of the wheat, aud the men 
aud women come for miles around with 
large frames of white cloth and flaying 
sticks with which to thrash it. 
The colza 
once cut and spread upon the ground, the 
people begin their work and thrash and 
strike until the little grains have left their 
pads, when they are gathered together and 
the pads with the stalks left on tlieground. 
Later all this Í3 set lire to, which burns 
with wonderful brilliancy and rapidity, and 
sometimes for miles around the sky is 
illuminated by these numerous conflagra­ 
tions.

THE JoSUiTS. 


It would be impossible fur reasonable 
human beings to believe that there could 
he a society entirely good in itself and in 
its purposes which yet never failed to get 
into misunderstandings with the ruling 
powers of every country in which it found 
itself settled. 
We can hardly suppose 
that all the Roman Catholic aud Protestant 
Powers of the world were banded together 
in conspiracy against the Jesuits. 
The 
full history ot the order has yet to be 
written. 
Despite all the many interesting 
essays and studies which have been poured 
forth from both sides of this great contro­ 
versy, it is certain that treasures of manu­ 
script, great as those which the opening of 
Simancas disclosed, Mill have to he discov­ 
ered before the complete story of the Jesuit 
Order can be told. 
But when it has come 
to be completely written, we hardly think 
it will fail to show that the Jesuits gener­ 
ally come into collision withe irthly powers 
and princes because of their endeavor to 
constitute themselves a state within a 
state. 
To them their order is more than 
their country. 
Sometimes it is the fault 
of the ruling power whioh makes a body 
of men feel thus inclined to set their own 
cla.-s or sectarian iutcrest above that of 
their country. 
No one could be surprised 
that the Jews in the Middle Ages, and 
down even to our own time, should thus 
have held themselves an order and a class 
apart from those among whom they lived. 
It may be that in some instances the 
Jeuiita were the victims of the jealousy 
and the stupidity of some of the rulers 
who declared against them. 
The one his­ 
torical fact remains, that they did always, 
sooner or later, come into collision with 
every Power under whose protection they 
lived. 
It is surprising indeed to find that 
the feeling against the Jesuits can still 
exist in any state. 
To us in England the 
alarm about them seems like the alarm 
about a witch. 
But if history were al­ 
ways to repeat itself and were never to 
advance, then the expulsion of the Jesuits 
from France would seem to be only one of 
the necessary incidents of the revolution 
of time.
